Covetouſ- 
neſs, which is Idolatry, produces the Loſs of Hea- 
yen: Luft produces the Loſs of Innocence and Chaſ- 
tity, and hence follows a great Change, The Heart 
being open to all Sin and Uncleanneſs, their Poiſon 
is ſwallowed down with Greedineſs: They invite 
the reſt of their Companions, and the Holy Spirit 
takes its Flight, Revenge often robs you of your 
Eſtate and Life, and robs Go p of his Right; Fer 
Vengeance is mine, faith he, and I will repay it.

Fu ER E is not one among us living, but hath 
ſomething of the Prodigal in his Nature, which ſhould 
be repented of, and forſaken, before he can be in a 
State of Grace, The Regenerate makes loud Com- 
plaints againſt himſelf; for when he reviews his Life 
by the Light of the Goſpel, he finds ſo many Infir- 
mities lurking about his Heart, that he is forced 
daily to make his Caſe known to the Almighty for 
Succour, before he can get the better of them : They 
appear to him as ſo many Monſters in Nature, ugly 
and deformed, ready to devour him ; but as he uſeth 
his utmoſt Endeavours to ſuppreſs them, the LoD 
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will be on his right Hand and on his left, ſo that 


theſe ſubtil, and inveterate Enemies ſhall not prevail 


againſt him. 


The Prodigal, in Scripture, was the ſecond Son, 
(the Elder ſtaying at Home, always dutiful, and 
minding his Father's Buſineſs, and, to whom, after 
his Deceaſe, the Eſtate deſcended,) this ſame Prodi- 
gal, I ſay, had a good Education and a religious Diſ- 
poſition, though debauched by bad Company, W hor- 
ing, Drinking, Gaming, and the Diverſions of that 
Age: This appears from his Humiliation in theſe 
Words, I will ariſe and go to my Father, and ſay, Fa- 
ther, I have ſinned againſi iteaven and before thee, and 
am no more worthy to be called thy Sen, Here he was 
moſt ſenſibly affected for his Sins, by humble Sub- 
miſſion to his heavenly Father; that he had wilfully 
and deliberately committed Sins againſt his divine 
Majeſty, acted zgainſt his own Conſcience and the 
Light of Knowledge ; and hoped that he would par- 
don him, upon his true and fincere Repentance, He 


| likewiſe acknowledges his Undutifulneſs to his earthly 


Parent, and hoped that he would take him as the 
meaneſt of his Servants, having forieited the Honour 
of being his Son, Here is a great Change; the Al- 
mighty forgives, and receives him as a converted Sinner; 
his Father as an humble, and penitent Son. He 
clothes him witn a Robe, a Ring, and new Shoes 


on his Feet, and all other Things neceſſary to make 


him

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him a compleat Gentleman again. His heavenly 
Father clothes him with the Robes of Righteouſ- 
neſs, Holineſs, Truth, and Joy in the Holy Ghoſt, 
and prepares him for an Eternity of Bliſs. Heaven 
reſounds with the Hallelvjahs of Angels, and Saints 
for the Converſion of this Sinner; while his Father 
below makes merry with bis Family and Friends, 
for the ſafe Return of his Son; except his eldeſt 
Brother, who took it greatly amiſs, that ſo much 
ado ſhould be made for an extravagant Youngfter, 
while he, from his Youth up, had feared Gop and 
honoured his Parents; which occaſioneth his Father 
to tell him again, that all that he had was his, and 
he never had any Fault to find with him; and that 
he, who went on in a conſtant Courſe of Obedience, 
muſt certainly be a Favourite of his heavealy Father, 
as well as he was a Darling of his: „ But Son! 
% conſider what a Miracle is here, that Gop did 
<* put it into his Heart to repent, and come Home 
again; that ſuch a Rake as he was, when he went 
« away, who neither feared Life nor Death, Heaven 
e nor Hell ; (as we all were afraid he would never re- 
e turn, having ſo many Difficulties and Dangers to go 
„ through :) But Thanks be to Gop, he is alive and 
« ſound. Look at your Brother! Is not his Condition 
enough to make your Bowels yearn, and your Eyes 
« to turn to a Fountain of Tears ? Behold his Rags

« How his Body is ſpent with Hunger, and Fatigue of 


« his Journey! and ſo altered, that if I had not 


„% known

« known him well, I could not have believed that he 
& was my Son; but on ſome Obſervations that I 
% made, I knew my Son a great Way off; 1 ran, 
& met and embraced him; and brought him Home 
« tranſported with Joy, forgetting all his Sorrows : 
« Embrace him therefore, with the tender Affection 
« of a Brother; he is now a Brother indeed, and 
can ſay, Bleſſed is he, whoſe Unrighteouſneſs is for- 


« given, and whoſe Sin is covered *.. 


o 
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By this Time, behold the Prodigal rouſed from 
his Lethargy of Sin, and praiſing Go Þ for his ex- 
traordinary Grace ! Behold him in his Cloſet in 
Tears and Prayers for his paſt Follies, and for his 
Perſeverance in a good and holy Life. Every habi- 
tual Sinner is this Prodigal; and the Terrors of 
God's Judgments, that happen to ſome, ſhould alarm 
the guilty Conſciences of others, The greateſt Sin- 
ner may have Acceſs to Gop, through our Saviour, 
who will meet a ſincere Penitent, farther than the 
good Father did his returning Son : He will conduct 
him into his holy Temple@and feed him with the 
Bread of Life, giving him to drink of thoſe living 
Waters, running ſtill from that pure Fountain opened 


in his Side, which is able to quench the Thirſt of all 


Generations. This divine Food, and Drink, can only 


cure the Leproſy of Sin, which ſets the Sinner at ſo 
great a Diſtance from Gop, Faith and Good Works 
are 


* Pſalm xxxIi. 1. 
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are the Wedding-Garments every ſinning Prodigal 
muſt put on, before he can be a welcome Gueſt. 


His natural Talents and Abilities, be they ever fo 


bright, yet as they have been employed to the Ad- 
vantage of his temporal Affairs, muſt be examined 
and cleared of thoſe miſtaken Notions which impede 


his Happineſs : Contrary Pleaſures, and Satisfactions 


will enſue; when the Soul is cleared of thoſe Incum- 
brances, ſhe will delight in ſpiritual Objects, and 
tread the narrow Way, which few delight to walk in. 
St Paul, from a violent Perſecutor of the Church of 
CHRIST, was, by a Miracle, converted to be a 
Preacher of the Goſpel : His Underſtanding and ex- 
cellent Talents, that ſerved in a wrong Cauſe, were 
inticely changed ; and with Spirit, Life and Vigour, 
he preached Salvation to the Jews and Gentiles 
through JesUs CHRIST. The rapid Torrent of 
his Eloquence was fo irrefiſtible, that his Enemies 
could not withſtand his Arguments, but ſought his 
Life in Revenge: His Love to his Lord JESUS was 
unſpeakable, and he was determined to know no- 
thing but Jesus CRHRISTH, and him crucified. But 
to conclude: Let us all who have been Prodigals, 
ſpeedily return to our Duty, and Gop through 
CHRIST will blot out all our Sins: We ſhall enjoy 
his Peace, that paſleth all Underſtanding. Heaven is 
before us, Immortality our Reward, Death cannot 
hurt us, and Satan's Accuſations will avail nothing ; 
all our Sins being waſhed away by the Blood of the 
Lamb, and a Crown of Glory to adorn our glorified 
Souls for ever, 
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TI E wanton Profaneneſs of too many (far ſur- 
paſſing all former Ages) in taking the Name of the 
moſt High Gop in vain, occaſioned me to publiſh 
a Poem againſt that abominable Practice. The Hea- 
thens in the dark Times of Ignorance called on their 
God to bleſs them : Heathen Chriſtians, under the 
Light of the Goſpel, and the all-obſerving Eye of 
Almighty God, call upon him for Damnation. Un- 
paralleled Ingratitude ! Since the true Gop hath been 
revealed by Jesus CHRIST, how ought we, with 
the ſame Breath we receive, to let out the ſame to 
his Honour and Glory, and for his great Mercies, 


to

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te ſing continual Songs of Thankſgiving, on the beſt 
Inſtrument, the Heart. Gop hath joined his parti- 
cular Reſentment to the Breach of this Command in 
theſe Words, for the Lord will not hold him guiltleſs, 
that taketh his Name in vain; that is, that he is a very 
guilty and heinous Sinher in his Sight, and obnoxious 
to his eternal Diſpleaſure. The greater the Perſon 
is that is offended, the greater is the Offence; Gop 
is then of infinite Majeſty, therefore the Offence and 
Puniſhment infinite, becauſe committed againſt an 
infinite Majeſty. You are already in the Suburbs 
of Hell, learning the infernal Language, ſending out 
your Oaths like Arrows againſt Heaven, which will 


rebound, and bring double Vengeance on che Heads 
of thoſe that ſhot them. 


I ſhall cloſe with the excellent Counſel of the Son 
of Sirach Accuſtom not thy Mouth, ſays he *, to Swear- 
ing, neither uſe thyjelf to the naming of the Holy One : 
For as a Servant that is continually beaten ſhall not he 
without a blue Mark, fo he that ſweareth and nameth 
Cod continually, ſhall not be faultleſs, A Man that 
uſeth much Swearing ſhall be filled with Iniguity, and 
the Plague ſha!l never depart from his Houſe : If be 
ſhall offend, his Sin ſhall be upon him; and if he ac- 
knowledge not his Sin, he maketh a double Offence ; and 
if he ſwear in vain, he ſhall not be innocent, but his + 
Houſe ſhall be full of Calamities. There is a Mord that 
is clothed about with Death: God grant that it be not 
found in the Heritage of Jacob, for all ſuch Things 
ſpall be far from the Godly, and they ſhall not wallow 
in their Sins, Uſe not thy Mouth to ee, Stwegr- 
ing, for therein is the Ward of Sin, 
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Lonp. look with Mercy down on human Race, 
And grant to Swearers thy converting Grace. 

O Slaves to Folly, Ignorance, and Sin, 

Become his Converts, and his Favour win ! 

The Heathens their fictitious Gods ador'd ; 

But we, to damn our Blood, invoke our LorÞ, 
-One ſwears to make the Gentleman compleat, 


And Mouths of Devils are th' Illiterate. 


[their Souls, 
Their Heads, their Eyes, their Hands, their Hearts, 


They call on Gop to damn, and who controuls ? 
The Swearers being Friends, they aſk not Gov 
To pardon them, nor fear his vengeful Rod. 
His mighty Arm can hurl his Vengeance down, 
And you in Hell, too late his Pow'r may own. 
Who "Sg forſwears too oft, and often lies; 


At laſt beliey'd not, by the Fool or Wiſe. 


From friv'lous Things, Oaths ſucceed Oaths apace, 
As Tears join Tears, faſt trickling down the Face.

I F common and profane Swearers would ſeriouſly 
think what a dreadful Thing it is to fall into the 
Hands of the living Gop, they would immediately 
pray for his Grace to aſſiſt their beſt Endeavours to 
overcome ſo vicious and unprofitable a Cuſtom. In 
the old Law, he who ſwore “ ignorantly and una- 
wares, was guilty; he f alſo who heard it and 
concealed the Crime. The Prophets looked on this 
as one Cauſe of their Calamity : 4 Becauſe of Swear- 
ing the Land did maurn, and the pleaſant Places of the 
Wilderneſs were dried up. And when ZECHARIan @F 
ſaw a flying Roll, typifying the Curſe of Gon, he 

was told, that it ſhould deſtroy every one that was 

guilty of Swearing, His Name is ſo ſacred, that it 

ought

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ought never to be mentioned but with the profoundeſt 
Reſpe& and Adoration, Our Saviour ſays, Let your 
Communication be yea, yea, nay, nay ; ſince whatſoever 
is more than theſe, cometh of Evil. Think on the great 
and glorious Attributes of Gop; think on his infi- 
nite Power which created Mankind, and all other 
Creatures ; who created the Sun, the Moon, and all 
the Planets, and ordered them to move regularly in 
their ſeveral Orbs. With infinite Wiſdom he go- 
verneth all. Was this Earth at a greater Diſtance 
from the Sun, it would be bound up with a perpetual 
Froſt ; or nearer it, it would be burnt up with its 
| ſcorching Heat. The glorious Sun gives Light and 
Heat to a thouſand other Planets; and whatever 
theſe Worlds may be, or the Inhabitants thereof, 
we are ſure he hath done enough for this, and ſhewed 
his infinite Love, by ſending his only Son to die for 
us, whoſe infinite Juſtice could never have been ſa- 
tisfied without this. His Wiſdom is ſeen in the 
ſmalleſt Inſet, as well as in the greateſt Animal. 
His Omnipreſence likewiſe, ſhould deter from this 
or any other abominable Sin; and being every where 
preſent, knows every Thing in Heaven, in Earth, in 
Hell, and where not elſe ; and one Day will bring 
all your Sins, whether in Thought, Word or Deed, 
eſpecially all your Oaths and Blaſphemies, and lay 
them before you. Oh ! what will you do? Before 
it is too late, fly to your Lord Jesvs CarIsT, who 
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can be your only Friend; he is your Advocate and 


Mediator, Uſe your unhallowed Mouths to Pray- 


ers and Praiſes, that God hath not taken you away 
in the Midſt of your Sins, and joined you to con- 
demned Spirits, where there is weeping, and wail- 


ing, and gnaſhing of Teeth, Praiſe him with all 


your Heart; praiſe him in every Thing you ſay or 
do; praiſe him with your deareſt Affections; lo 
when you ſhall be changed from profane Language 
to Hymns of Joy, from rude and vulgar Converſa- 
tions, to good and holy Diſcourſes ; from Sin and 
Satan to the Grace and Favour of God; then ſhall 
the Angels in Heaven rejoice, and all the good Men 
on Earth be glad of Sinners that have entered into 
their Society. Gentlemen as well as Beggars, ſeem 
to have arrived to the higheſt pitch of Preſumption 
in the moſt odious Sin of Swearing, An Oath is a 
Compliment among the former, which is the more 
unpardonable, becauſe they know what a Crime it 
is; and to take the Name of eternal Majeſty in 


their Mouths, in ſo impudent and common a Man- 


ner, that they may be ſaid to fit in the Scorner's 
Chair, and become Reprobates and Apoſtates from 
the Chriſtian Faith. It is partly owing to the bad 
Examples of ſuch Superiors, that it is ſo common 


among the lower Claſs of Men, Be not deceived, 
Gop is not mocked ; your Damnation haſteneth on 
apace, and flumbereth not: Perhaps this Night your 
Bodies may fleep their laſt, and your Souls awake in 
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Hell. Neither Gentlemen nor Beggars ſhall be 
excuſed, The Poor hath the Goſpel preached unto 
them : Good Books, or Friends are not wanting to 
admoniſh them of their Duty: They are ſenſible 
their Bodies are not the Temples of the Holy Ghoſt, 
but of Devils, who breathe out their infernal Lan- 
guage to infect the whole Earth. The Horror of 
this Crime makes all good Men tremble for the Con- 
ſequence that muſt enſue, that ſuch muſt be excluded 
for ever from the heavenly Canaan, being not pro- 
perly qualified for that pure and holy Place, 


If the pureſt Liver, the moſt Juſt, Charitable and 


Learned, with all their good Qualities, ſhall ſcarcely 
be ſaved; how ſhall the wicked Blaſphemer and Sin- 


ner appear before amazing infinite Majeſty, What 


the Prophet Is AIAH ſpeaks * is true of them: Ve 
have made a Covenant with Death, and with Hell we 
are at Agreement ; we have made Lies our Refuge, and 


under Falſhood have we hid ourſelves. 


Gop has divers Times immediately puniſhed ob- 
ſtinate and incorrigible Swearers; which is particu- 
larly exemplified in the following melancholy Ex- 
amples, namely, | 


I. Some Years ago, four Women at the Devizes, 
in Wiliſpire, joined together and bought a Sack of 
Wheat, which came to Seventeen Shillings : They 

| paid 
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paid their Shares down on a Table in an Alchouſe 
upon counting it, Threepence was miſſing: One of 
the Women ſwore moft bitterly that ſhe paid her 


Share, and repeating the Oaths a ſecond Time; 
dropt down dead. 


II. About forty Vears ago, one Bars a Labourer, 


who was at work at the Layffall, at Puddle-Dock, 
loading Craft with Dung, was a very profane Swear- 
er, and whethor by ſome Provocation, did ſwear and 
curſe to ſuch a Degree, that he brought down the 
Vengeance of Almighty GoD upon him in ſuch a 
Manner, that he loft the Uſe of his Speech and 
Limbs together; for the Recovery of which, he was 
put into St BarkTHoLoMEw's Hoſpital, where he 
continued for ſome Months, and partly recovered 
the Uſe of his Limbs again, but never more his 
Speech. 


III. About ten Years ago, three young Lads at 
Hunger ford-Stairs were in a Boat together, two 
ſwore for a Wager, and the other took an Account 
of the Oaths, when Gop Almighty took away the 
Uſe of all the Limbs of him who was the greateſt 
Swearer, and for fome Time his Speech, and in the 
ſpace of two Days was reduced to a Shadow; one 
of his Legs was contracted in a terrible Manner, and 
he continued in great Agonies of Mind for ſeveral 
Days. |

IV. About two Years ago a Publican and a Cooper 
entered on a Swearing-Match at Cletber, a Vil- 
lage about a Mile from V indſar - Arbiters were cho- 
ſen, when the Publican, in the Mid of his profane 
and uncommon Oaths, was truck by divine Ven- 
2eance, his Jaws were diſtorted, he was taken Speech- 
leſs, and died the third Day. 

V. At Alderbury in Oxfordſhire, a Woman that kept 
2 Public Houſe much addicted herſelf to Qaths and 
Curſes; who quarrelling one Morning with a Neigh- 
bour, uſcd ſeveral profane and abominable Wiſhes and 
Imprecations, as“ Gop damn me!“ and“ The Devil 
burn me!“ Se. which laſt Words ſhe often repeated, 
thruſting the Perſons out of Door, and ſhutting it. 
Her Huſband coming home ſoon after wondered to 
Knd the Door ſhut, and with one or two of his Neigh- 
dours forced it open; when, to his great furprize, 
he finds, in the Midſt of the Floor the Relicks of his 
Wife: one Side of her Body, from Head to Foot, 
burnt to Aſbes, and the other fide remained whole, and 
the Cloaths not fo much as touched or hinged ; though 
it was obſerved that the Fleſl and Skin were both 
black, 

VI. One James Wiso, a Labourer, a known 
and common Stvearer, and Blaſphemer of Gop's holy 
Name; upon a flight Occaſion moved to Diſpleaſure 
againſt his Wife, and not daring to do Violence to 
her, turned his Rage againſt himfelf ; and with his 
Knife ſtabbed himſelf, and ſo died; many of his Fiicads 
2nd Neighbours being preſent, 
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I; Dives dead ? a great and noted Name ; 
For fine Apparel of immortal Fame: 

For ſumptuous Tables with rich Dainties ſpread, 
Wherewith his Gueſts voluptuouſly were fed. 
No Table for the Indigent, and Poor, 

And Crumbs deny'd the Beggar at his Door. 
Conſorts of Muſic, playing in the Hall, 
Ending the Ev'ning, with a ſplendid Ball : 

In ſuch Delights proud Dives ſpent his Days, 
And never thought of Heav'n in all his Ways, 
Dives, Dives the living God forſook, 


And in uncertain Wealth his Pleaſure took. 
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Had Dives help'd what Objects he thought beſt, 
Out of his great Abundance he poſſeſt; 
Whether, the mournful Widow he reliev'd, 


Or Children, without Fathers, he perceiv'd 


Wandring about, no Habitation left; 

Of Fathers, Friends, and of their all bereft; 
Had he his Mercy, and Compaſſion ſhown 

To theſe, or Objects like to theſe well known; 
The Sick, the Naked, feeble aged Man; 

And confin'd Pris'ners, looking pale and wan; 


O then, what Treaſures Dives would have found 


In Heav'n, whoſe Happineſs would know no Bound,

Now level with the Beggar, he diſdain'd,

That the poor Wretch, may this Life's Comforts know. 


Thoſe wealthy Men are in a woful Plight, 


Whom Love for Gop can't draw, nor Hell affright. 


What Cares, and Fears, diſturb the Rich Men's 
Breaſt ? 
He, in one Day, of all is diſpoſſeſt. 


Perhaps, ſome Enemy invades his Land, 


Or his fine Houſes, which fo ſpacious ſtand ; 


A ſudden Fire conſumes them to the Ground,

LUKE xvi. 19, 20, 21. 


There 1was a certain rich man, which was clothed in pur- 


ple, and fine linen, and fared ſumptuouſly every day. 
And there was à certain beggar named Lazarus, which 


was laid at his gate full of ſores, and deſiring to be fed 
with the crumbs which fell from the rich man's tabic : 
moreover, the dogs came and licked his ſores, 


Ricnes, whether hereditary to their Owners, 
or acquired by Induſtry and Succeſs, are the Gifts of 
Gop. By the long Poſſeſſion of them, many have 
forgot the original Giver, and brought down the Diſ- 
pleaſure of Heaven, by a wrong Application of theſe 
Talents. No Pretences can ve found {uſficient to diſ- 
charge them from the Duties of Love and Ciaiity, 
Without theſe they cannot be Chriſtians, All 


they have is Gop's, and they have nothing that they 
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can properly call their own; but after all, if they im- 


part their Treaſures according to his Commands, he 
will reward them ſo much, as if they had the ſole 
Right and Property in them. They ſhall paſs for their 
Bounty, though they are no further intruſted, than 
with the Diſpoſal of them: Nay, more than that, 
whatever they beſtow upon the Poor, ſhall be looked 
upon as given to Gop himſelf. So our Lord himſelf 
tells us, Inaſmuch as ye did it to the leaff of theſe my bre- 
thren, ye did it unto me. The whole World is his, 
and all that is therein, and we are aſſured from Rea- 
ſon as well as Revelation, that he erected and formed 
all Things, and had the intire Right and Power in 
himſelf to diſpoſe of them. Avarice and Prodigality 


are the two Rocks on which rich Men ſplit, Dives® 


was loſt by the laſt : he kept a ſumptuous Table, wore 
fine Cloaths ; but ſo great a Hatred had he to the Poor, 
that he would ſee them periſh at his Gate, before 
he would give them a Morſel of Bread, Dives was 
not condemned becauſe he was Rich, but becauſe he 
was hard hearted and uncharitable, Lazarus was 
not ſaved becauſe he was Poor, but becauſe he put 
his whole Confidence in Gop. Lazarus was hum- 
ble and patient, and laid at Dives's Gate for Relief, 
who ought to have been ſupplied, with many more 


Objects. The Dogs had more Compaſſion upon him 


than their Maſter, they came and licked his Sores to 
heal them. They Cid all they could do: The 


deplorable Condition LAZ ARus was in, the Cries 
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for Bread to ſatisfy his Hunger, and Water to quench 
his Thirſt. All his Groanes were not heard, or if 
heard, were not regaided, and perhaps moved farther 
off to avoid the offenſive Smell. it pleaſed the Lord 
| of Life and Death, to releaſe Lazarus from ll his 
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temporal.evils, and place him in paradiſe with Are a- 
HAM. A little after Dives died and was buricd, 
and in Hell he lifted up his Eyes, and ſaw Lazarus 
in ABRAHAM's Boſom, afar off. He requeſtath 
ABRAHAM to ſend Lazarus to dip his Finger in 
Water to cool his Tongue, for he cried, I, tor- 


mented in this Flame, It was ſomething very remark- 
able, that Dives ſhouldaſk ABRAHAm to ſendLaza- 
Rus, whom Dives ſo much abhorred in bis Liſe— 
time, and would not give him a few Crumbs of Bread, 


However ABRAHAM pave him a final Anſwer, and 
ſaid, Son, thou in thy life-time recei veaſl thy good Things, 
| and Lazarus likewije evil Things; but now he is cam— 
forted, and thou art tormented. And beſide be told bim 


the Impoſſibility of ſuch a Deſire ; that there was a 
| great Gulf fixed, that they could not go nor come 


from one to another. This being not granted, he 


requeſteth that he may be ſent to his tive Brethren, 
to teſtify unto them, leſt they alſo come into this 
Place of Torment. Ir ſeems here he had a fecling 


for his living Brethren, though none for the Pour ; 


perbaps they were of the ſame Stamp with himſelf. 
ABRAHAM made anſwer, that they had Mes aid the 


Prophets, let them hear them; then he replied, tha!

Bf wee went wnto them from the dead, they will repent 2 
And ABRARAX {aid unto him, f they hear not Moſes, 
aud the Prophets, neither will they be perſuaded thaugb 
ene aroſe from the dead. Suppoſe he, or ſome other, 
nad apppeared unto them, they might have thought 
it an idle Dream, or Fancy, and in the Height of their 
Senſualities diſiegarded it; perhaps they tell this to 
others, who will got believe it unleſs they ſee it. So 
then there muſt be continual Apparitions toconvince an 
unbelicving World of a Future State of Rewards, and 
Puniſhments. Inftead of Mos Es, and the Prophets, 
we have the Goſpel! of Jesvs CHRIST; and his Mi- 
aiſtecs to preach the Glad Tidings of Salvation unto 
all Men. Now is the accepted time, to hearken to day 
to the Voice of the Miniſter, leſt to morrow be too 
late, and we are in the {ame Condition with Dives. 
The vaſt Importance of that Future Happineſs, which 
the Scriptures inſtruct us to make our main Care, and 
give our principal Attendance to, to lay up Trea- 
ſures in Heaven, ſhould animate all our Aﬀections 
with the moſt lively Thoughts of Gop's Love. Rich- 
es of themſelves are not of that Value to us as we ima- 
gine. Sure 1 am, they are far from being eſſential 
to human Happineſs, They are indeed Things of 
great and ſplendid Expectation z but when poſſeſſed, 
they clog the Appetite, and become burdenſome, un- 
leſs employed to charitable, and godlike Purpoſes. 
We cannot makeGop'sGlory more illuſtrious, than by 
imitating his Goodneſs in doing much Good unto 
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chers; by rejoicing over the happy and proſperous Man, 
and blefling of Go for the good Things ourNeighbour 
enjoys; by relieving the Neceflities of the Poor libe- 
rally and chearfully; viſiting and comforting the Sick; 
providing for Orphans, redeeming Priſoners and Cap- 
tives, inſtructing young Children in the Principles of 
true Religion, and Virtue; relieving decayed Families, 
or other Objects, as they offer themſelves to us for our 
Aſſiſtance. Saint PAUL in a particular manner writes 
in the firſt Epiſtle co I tMoTHY *; Charge them that 
are rich ix this Id orld, that they be not high-minded, nar 
truft in uncertain Riches, but in the living GoD, who 
giveth us richly all Things to enjoy. That hey do Good, 
that they be rich in good Works, ready to Diſtribute, 
willing to Communicate ; laying up in Store for themſelves 
« good Heundatian againſt the Time to come, that they 
may lay hold on eternal Life. 

The Love of Money is the Root of ali Evil, as appears 
by the Miſer ; he Heaps up Riches, and enjoys them 
not; is guilty of Fraud, Injuſtice, Oppreſſion, and 
often robs poor Men of their Right to add to his Heaps 
of Gold: Gold is his Idol, and the LokÞ is never in 
all his Thoughts nor Deeds ; he dies perhaps in telling 
over his Treaſures, uncomforted by a good Conſcience, 
his Idol forſakes him, and cannot help him, and the 
heavenly Phyſician, and Saviour of Souls, ſaves not 
him, but he muſt go to keep Dives company. He 
had often read of Dives and his Fate; often heard 
Sermons, but in vain ; often admoniſhed by Friends and 


® Tm. vi. 37, 18, 19. 
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and good Men, yet hardened; viſited by Sickneſs, 
yet, when recovered, wears the ſame Stamp of Infi- 
delity and Unbelief. So then final Impenitence ſuc- 
ceeds, and the Favour of Gop is loft for ever. 
Therefore let us, for GoD's ſake, for the ſake 
of our dear immortal Souls, let us that are Rich em- 
ploy all our Time and Riches in univerſal Love and 
Charity to our poor and needy Brethren, This would 
transform Earth into a Paradiſe, and one man would 
become inſtead of Gop to another. This would re- 
move all Envy, and Evil-ſpeaking, and Contention 
out of the World. This would declare us to be the 
Children of the Higheſt, when we can do good, and 
lend (as our Lokd commands) hoping for nothing 


again. So that by theſe Means, we ſhall enjoy Peace 


and Tranquillity of Mind here, and eternal Happineſs 
hereafter, | | 

The Pleaſure of doing Good is far greater than 
that of receiving it. To relieve a poor afflicted Man 
in Diſtreſs, and to reſcue him from the Evils with 
which he is oppreſſed, is a Gop-like Act, raiſes our 
Minds above earthly Things, and the RefleCtion of 
a Life well-ſpent will give us great Conſolation at 
the Hour of Death.

©; F all the Virtues that adorn the Mind, the 
Wings of Divine Love muſt convey the Soul to her 
eternal Reſt. All other Virtues do aid and aſſiſt, but 
the Love of Gop only can fill the Defires and ſatis- 
fy the ExpeCtations of inquiring Souls, We are bound 


to love Him above all Things, with all our Hearts, 
with all our Souls, and with ail our Strength, purely 
for the Love of himſelf, and for the Love of his Good- 
neſs. He hath endowed our Souls with innumerable 
Prerogatives, and hath prepared Life everlaſting for 
| us, Without any preceding Merit of ours, and we do 


not, nor ever can deſerve it. The Skies, the Earth, 
the Air, the Water, and all Things contained in 
them, cry aloud daily unto us for Praiſe; and Wo 
be to us that are ſilent concerning him: He hath cre- 
ated all Things for our Uſe and Service : to ſeek for 
Happineſs out of him is a fruitleſs Search. We ſee 
this by Experience, that when Men have attained to 
what they have deſired, there is ſomething ſtill want- 
ing ; and when that ſomething is obtained, there is 
ſomething more, and ſomething again. This is the

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Caſe of the Ambitious, the Covetous, and the Luſtſul 
When each hath obtained his Deſire, the Ambitious 
more Kingdoms, the Covetous more Money, the 
Luſtful more pleaſing Objects, they are not yet, nor 
ever will be ſatisfied: And what a miſerable Thing 
it is, that theſe ſenſual and boundleſs Defires remain 
in the Soul after Death, for ever. Therefore, let 
the Garden of the Soul be kept free from theſe nauſe- 
ous and deſtructive Weeds, which hinder the Love 
of Gob from taking Root and ſpringing up unto ever- 
laſting Life. When unexpected Misfortunes hap- 
pen, this Love prepares their Minds to bear them ; as, 
the Loſs of a Wife or a darling Child; the Loſs of 
an Eftate, or all their Dependence to ſupport a large 
Family in this World; yet the divine Aſſiſtance pours 
ſuch Comforts into their Hearts, as the World is a 
Stranger to, bidding them ptepare for another, for 
their Time ſhall not be long in this; when no Enemy 
ſhall dare to approach them. He that hath a ſtrong 
Hope of the future Joys and Riches of Paradiſe, doth 
not feel the Miſeries of this Life. This Love of 
Gop teacheth us eſpecially, not to deſpiſe the Poor, 
but to help them chearfully and readily, Caſt up 
your Accounts, and ſee what Portion or Share thou 
haſt in Heaven, and what thou doſt poſſeſs in this 
World, of all that thou doſt poſſeſs in this Life, 
nothing will remain thine when Deathly comes, 
but ouly that which thou haſt ſent beforehand into 
Heaven by the Hands of the Poor. What Hopes can 
Men have of eternal Life if they do no good? Go 
declares they never ſhall enjoy his Preſence, All the

Holy Apoſtles, and all good Preachers were and are au- 
thorized to declare the ſame. The eternal Son of Gop, 
when on Earth, did declare [and whoſe Word is true] 
that he will condemn the Rich for the Omiſſion of

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good Deeds, I was hungry, and ye gave me no Meat, 
thir/ly, and ye gave me no Drink, Sc. They cannot 
die with Joy, who have not prepared for it by chari- 
table Lives. The Holy Scriptures in ſo many Places 
condemn the Covetous, and give them the Name of 


Idolaters, by paying Worſhip to falſe Gods, and 6 
neglecting the Worſhip of the true Gop, that they 4 
are counted his greateſt Enemies; and exceed the Pa- Do 
gans of old, becauſe they had not the Knowledge of 5 
Chriſtianity. For Chriſtians therefore to be covetous, 
is a Contradiction, they are alienated from the Life of 


Faith, and cut off from all the Benefits accruing to 
us by the Death of CHRIST. By worſhipping Mam- 
mon, they become as ſenſeleſs as Mammon itſelf, ; 
They prefer a Moment before Eternity, Earth before : 
Heaven, Death before Life: They never do a good | 
Turn, nor give a good Word; and at the laſt, graſp 
their Idol Gold and die, leaving their ſpeechleſs God, 
who cannot help them. Can theſe Souls be qualified 
for the Glories of Heaven, who never ſuffer divine j 
Love to harbour a Minute in their Breaſts? 'Tis as 
much as if a Man ſhould expect to be entertain'd in 
the Palace of a Prince, who has been a Traitor and 
a Robber, and endeavoured to break the good Laws 
he hath enacted for the good of his Subjects: Or like 
a Perſon who hath an hundred Miles to travel, and

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expects to be at his Journey's End before” he moves 


one Foot towards it. This is the Truth of the Caſe, 
that a Miſer is farther from the Kingdom of Heaven, 
than the firſt Day he was born ; for he hath been all 
his Years in full Speed to the Kingdom of Darknels ; 
he finds himſelf miſtaken when it is too late, and his 
Spirit finds no Reſt, Divine Love is not eaſily reliſh- 
ed by Fleth and Blood; and yet, if we do not enter- 
tain her with that Civility due to her Rank, we 
ſhall be in the ſame Cafe as the Former. 

It is hard to deny our Appetites, but it is much 
harder to hear, Ce ye Curſed, &;, The greateſt 
Part of Mankind is ſo full of Buſineſs, and drowned 
in the Cares of this Life, they, like Mar THA, have 
not Time to hear what our SAVIOUR ſays, and with 
Raptures like Mary receive the Words of eternal 
Truth. It is ſo pleaſant to get Riches, or to make 
a ſplendid Figure in the World, that Money-getters 
laugh at you to hear that a good poor Man will. be 2 
glorified Soul hereafter, they think he is as deſpiſed 
by Gop as he is by Man; but the Miſtake will ap- 
pear to the great Diſadvantage of the Former. Rg- 
joice therefore, O ye good and holy Men; praiſe your 
great Creator and Redeemer for your Creation and 
Redemption. Praiſe the Holy Ghoſt for his unſpeak- 


- able Graces and Comforts to you, and for filling your 
Souls with Love, that ye may be capable of receiving 


eternal Happineſs hereafter.

willingly undertook the Redemption of Man, ſub- 
mitted himſelf a Sacrifice to the Croſs, to ſettle loſt 
Man in everlaſting Happineſs. This bleſſed Day 
ſhocked the Empire of Satan over the whole World, 
which by the Apoſtaſy of Ap AM he imperiouſly 
uſurped. All Men, from Kings to Beggars, were

The Wiſe-Men alſo, by the 
Direction of an Eaſtern Star (that never before ap- 
peared) travelled from their native Country,” found 
the Infant-GoD, adored him, and offered Preſents 
of Gold, Myrrh and Frankincenſe.

Theſe Prophecies and Types (with many more 
unmentioned) were fulfilled in the Birth, Life and 
Sufferings of our Saviour. What remains now to 
be done, is not to dwell too much upon the Opus 
Operatum, or the Thing already done, as the Papiſts 
do, but read and wonder at the undeſerved Love of 
God, who ſtooped fo low from Heaven to Earth, 
and deſcended to the Grave, and roſe again Conque- 
ror over Sin and Satan, Death and Hell. In Imita- 
tion therefore of our Saviour, let us diligently raiſe 
our Hearts up to Him in Praiſes and Thankſgivings : 
Let us fly trom Earth to Heaven, and behold him 
interceding for us at Go D's right Hand for ever- 
more: Let us celebrate the Birth-day of the Prince 
of Princes, with Anthems of Joy, that the Sky re- 
ſounds again with our Voices, But without Love 
and Charity to our poor Neighbours, they will re- 
main empty Sounds, and unrewarded. Cur Saviour's 
Life was nothing but Love and Charity, in doing 
Good to all, even his Enemies.

SUICIDE, or Self-Murder, is the moſt exe- 
crable Crime a Man can commit againſt Gop and 
himſelf: 
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himſelf: He does an Act, of which he cannot re- 
pent, for after Death there is no Repentance. 75 
Day if ye will hear his Voice, harden not your Hearts *, 
&c. To Day is the accepted Time of humbling 
ourſelves before Gop for our Sins. The Deftroyer 
of himſelf flies in his Creator's Face, and tells him 
by this cruel Act, that his Life is not worth preſerv- 
ing, and therefore he will put an End to it. Thus 
he takes upon himſelf the Power of the Almighty, 
in whoſe Hands are the Iſſues of Life and Death. 
According to JosBY, The Lord gave, and the Lord 
hath taken away; bleſſed be the Name of the Lord. We 
are therefore to wait the Lord's Time, and though 
he doth afflict us with a thouſand Difficulties and 
Diſeaſes, it is our Duty to bear them patiently, and 
to pray for his Support, and Perſeverance to the End. 
The Afflictions of Jos cauſed ſome bitter Expreſ-' 
fions, yet his Heart was rooted in the Love of Gop, 
and he was ſenſible that his Troubles came by his Per- 
miſſion : Who knoweth not in all theſe, that the Hand 
of the Lord hath wrought this? In whoſe Hand is the 
Soul of every living Thing, and the Breath of all Mankind? 
Afflictions are neceſſary for us: Our heavenly Phy- 
fician knows our Diſorders, and that without thoſe, 
he cannot perform Cures on our Souls. Phyſicians 
preſcribe deſperate Remedies, and Surgeons cut deep 
where the Caſe requireth, If we uſe our Reaſon and 
Religion, we ſhall find, that Afflictions are Meſ- 
ſengers ſent from Gop to call us to Heaven, to diſ- 
pel the Clouds of our Sins, that interpoſe between 
Gop and our Souls; and that we may be nearer 
him, and nearer ſtill, by the Communion of his holy 

Spirit,

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Spirit. God doth not willingly afflict the Children 
of Men, but will heal their Wounds, and puniſh 
thoſe who have been the Inſtruments of their Sor- 
rows, Patience and Perſeverance will carry us on 
to our Journey's End, without the mean and cowardly 
Notions of laying violent Hands on ourſelves, Look. 
up to the Lord IE sus, and ſee whether any Sorrow was 
ever like his, who for our Sakes trod the W ine-preſs 
of his Father's Wrath alone. AMiCtions then, are 
Bleflings in the New Teſtament, and through many 
Tribulations we muſt go, before we can enter into 
the Kingdom of Heaven, The antient Romans 
thought it rather a Virtue to put an End to their 
Lives, than to ſuffer Adverſity, CaTo murdered 
himſelf out of a ſullen Humour, becauſe he and his 
Party had not Succeſs, and JuLius Czsar and his 
Party had ; but he knew not the Scriptures, and was 
therefore, ſomewhat more excuſable than a Chriſtian. 
Concerning a Self-Murderer PLaTo hath theſe 
Words; What ſhall we ſay of him who kills his 
© neareſt and moſt dear Friend? who deprives him- 
& ſelf of Life, and of the Purpoſe of Deſtiny ? who, 
& not urged by any Sentence or heavy Misfortune, 
© nor extreme Shame, but out of a Cowardlineſs, 
&« and Weakneſs of a fearful Mind, doth unjuſtly 
« kill himſelf? what Purgatory and what Burial by 
„ Law belongs to him, God himſelf knows? but 
& Jet his Friends inquire of the Interpreters of the 
„% Law, and do as they direct.“ Thus, you ſee, 
PLATo thought it a very heinous Crime, and referred 
the Puniſhment of it to Almighty God. Amongſt 
the Athenians, condemned Men were their own Exe- 
cutioners by Poiſon ; and amongſt the Romans often 
by bleeding. —SENECA bled to Death: — NERo 
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the Tyrant (to whom he had been Tutor) told him 
he might chuſe his Death. Theſe cannot properly 
be called Suicides, It is impoſſible to think how 
ready and willing the primitive Chriſtians were, to 
embrace Martyrdom for the Sake of CHRIST, and 


thoſe who were appointed their Executioners, ſuf- 


fered Death with them. Nine hundred Soldiers 
under ADRIAN, are ſaid to have embraced the Chriſ- 
tian Religion, and many of thoſe who were ſent to 


execute them, joined them, and were put to various 


Kinds of Death, They went to Martyrdom with 
as much Joy, as our modern Chriſtians to Plays, and 


Maſquerades, earneftly deſiring to ſee their Lord 


Jzsvs in his Kingdom. St GreGory fays, © Let 
« Gop number our Martyrs, for to us they are 
{© more in number than the Sands.” But, ſay you, 
Why do you mention theſe comparatively to Self- 
Murder? This is my Reaſon: If theſe had loft all 
their Eſtates, their Wives, their Children, reduced 
to Want and Nakedneſs, and labouring under bodily 
Infirmities beſides, they would not have been fo out 
of Humour with themſelves, as to die by their own 
Hands. Our modern Chriſtians by any Croſs or 
Loſs, hang, drown, poiſon and ſhoot themſelves al- 
moſt every Day? What melancholy Martyrs are 
theſe ? Do theſe ſeize Heaven by Violence? I dread 
to think of their future Condition, There are liv- 
ing Martyrs as well as dying ones, who will equally 
be rewarded ; and thoſe are they, that are not led nor 


governed by their inordinate Paſſions and Appetites, 


who crucify the Fleſh with the Affections and Luſts 


thereof: They put them by Go p's Aſſiſtance to 

Flight, who would abſolutely elſe kill them by 

Degrees, if they did not immediately deſtroy them= 
5 | ſelves. 
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ſelves. The Drunkard, the Glutton cut ſhort their 
Days by Exceſs: And is this not Self- Murder? 
Exceſs in any bodily Exerciſe, as over- running, over- 
riding, or any other intemperately uſed, haſtens 
Death apace. Others, prompted on by Revenge, for 
the Sake of their Honours take away the Lives of 
others, or by Duels loſe their own. Are not theſe 
Murders and Self-Murders ? Doth not the inordi- 
nate Love of the Creature bring you to Deſtruction 
for not obtaining the deſired End ? Deſpair and Self- 
Murder ſucceed. Was Man made for this End ? 
No; by no Means: Gon is the Sammum Bonum, 
the Sovereign Good, the ultimate End and Defire 
of all Souls; all other Objects can never ſatisfy the 
Soul, Immediately fly to him for help, leſt your 
Souls be hardened, and you become wilfully and fi- 
nally impenitent, and loſe your Souls and Bodies 
for ever. How long wilt thou ſleep, O Sluggard* ? 
What ſtands in the Way to hinder your Progreſs in 
all Obedience to the Word of Gop? This ſame 
Point will ſtrike you dumb before Gop. Why did 
you not put yourſelves forth to the utmoſt? Do you 


expect that Gop ſhould ſuddenly turn all your Fa- 


culties, debaſed and debauched, to him by his Al- 
mighty Power, and ye take no Pains? No; the 
Deſire of the Slothful killeth him F. He deſires to have 
a Crop, but it kills him to go to the Plough : He 
deſires to have his Market, but it kills him to go 
there: He deſires to go to Heaven, but it kills him 
to take Pains. Mortification, Repentance, Humi- 
liation, Examination of Conſcience, Reformation of

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pents not, Death haſtens with all Speed to his ever- 
laſting Puniſhment, 


Wilful ſinning brings final Impenitence; and you 
will cry out when others are ſaved and you damned, 


as in Wiſdom *, Me Fools counted their Lives Madneſs, 


and we had them in Deriſion, and lo ! they are received 
among the Saints. Turn you at my Reproof : Behold, I 
will pour out my Spirit unto you, Here is a kind 
Invitation of the LORD. And our Saviour 
kindly invites us; Come unto me, all ye that labour 
and are heavy laden, and I will give you Ret\|. The 
Tjraclites had no Boats or Bridges to go over Jordan, 
the LoRD parted the Waters for them and was their 
Guide. Your Sins ſhall not be your Murderers : 
Obſerve what Is Al AR ſaith &; Put away the Evil of 
your Doings from before mine Eyes; ceaſe to do Evil, 


learn to do well : Come now, and let us reaſon together, 


ſaith the Lord: Though your Sins be as Scarlet, they ſhall 


be as white as Snow ; though they be red like Crimſon, they 


ſhall be as Moal. Let us therefore now beſeech Al- 
mighty Gop to give us his Grace, that we may not 
be our own Murderers by forſaking him and his holy 
Laws, by encouraging our Sins (his and our greateſt 


Enemies) by living in them till our Hearts are har- 


dened, and we grow finally impenitent : Grant that 
this may not be the Caſe of any of us, through 


' JesUs CHRIST our Lord. Amen.
